in our midst hid suggested what has 
gince come to pass. ‘Ijihose were the 
days of smoky coil o'] lampe in hid. das 
ihree-cornered cages sel on wooden 
pillars, and against any increage in 
the number of which lhe sturdy coun- 
cil economists of that day fought with 
no pertinacily born of the conviction 
that every new lamp meant a step 
nearer to civic ruin. ' 
Coming and Going of Gas. 
All progress is evolution, and neces- 
sarily slow. ‘Towne, like individuals, 
accept few lessons from the experi- 
ence of others. Having adhered to 
{hz oil limp too long. Lindsayites 
tommenced the manufacure of gas 
when some progressive towns and vil- 
lages were introducing the electric 
light. , hough our people were a 
trifle timid at the outset in demand- 
ing modern improvements, they made 
up for it by pressing! for the electric 
light before the gas company was fin- 
ancially able to comply. 
Introduction of Electricity. 
Thus was created the opportunity 
sought by Mr. B. F. Reesor, one of the 
then owners of theNewmarket Electric 
Ligkt Co., to obtain fooling in a town 
with a future. He came to Lindsay, 
installed an expensive electric light 
plant, and the council gladly trans- 
farred to him the street lighting cou- 
tract held by the gas company, which 
scon afterwards went out of ex- 
{stence. Then Mr. Reesor’s success 
led to competition, and for a few 
years the town was served by two com- 
panies, with the usual result that 
neither made any money, while the 
citizens reiped the benefit. 
Powen Transmission Considered. 
An amalgamation of cap‘tal solved 
ih: difficulty. One fine morn ng our 
citizens learned thit Messrs. Wm. 
Needler and Thos. Sidler, two promin- 
ent and wealthy citizens who had 
previously been partners for years in 
th> ailling business, had joined 
forces with Mir. Reesor. Next follow- 
ed the purchase of the competing 
plant, and thea incorporation of the 
Light, Heat & Power Co., of Lindsay, 
Limited. The company had now two 
distinct plants, located in power 
houses some) hundreds of yards apart, 
and in (he light of strict economy 
the arrangement was not the wost 


tisfactory. Then it was tbat 
fea of Toei tide power from Fen- 
elon F} lis obtruded itself ser-ously up- 
on ths minds of the syndicate, but 
owing to their recent very heavy ex- 
penditure, and the grave nature of the 
difficulties to be surmounted, — 
matter’ wns left in obeyance for a 
few years, or until tha town bus’ ness 
had been worked up to its full ex- 
tent and placed upon a satisfactory 
basis. Action towards tha cad in view 
was no doubt hastened by various cir- 
cumstances, one of which was a 
growing demand for cheaper power, 
while another was the presence of an 
outside promoter. 
Decisive Action Taken. 
ly im the spring of last year the 
Monae Bene an option on Town 
Smith estate, and as the townsh’ps 
water-power from the executors of the 
of Opsand Fenelon had granted pole- 


line franchses to another party, 
the Light, Heat & Power Co. were 


obliged to gain the permission| of the 
Grand Trunk management to use their 
right-of-way between Lindsay and 
th» Balls. As the s2ction-man’s strike 
was then in progress, the negotia- 
tions consumed time, and it was not 
until July (hit ground was broken at 
th: Buils for the power-house. Gangs 
of men were atarted out about the 
s m: tims from both Lin?s y and Fy n- 
elon to erect ths pole line, and when 
winter compelled a cessation of work 
the operations were well advanced. In 
ih: meantime orders hid been p’ac- 
ed for the costly michinery and 
electrica] equipment for both ends of 
ths transmiss.on line, and deliveries 
were mode early “this spring, when 
electrical experts at once began the 
task of fitting up. ee 

The Plant—Detailed Description. 
Tha company’s covenant with the 
Smith estate is for 1,100 horse-power 
at Fenelon Falls, where there is a head 
of 24 feet at low water. The power- 
house — a substantial cut stone and 
prick structure, was described in (hese 
columns a couple of months back, It 
is built on the site of the old Smith 
saw-mill—in fact it was built up in- 
side of the mill, the latter being torn 
down aftemvard, The canal leading 
(hy. water to ths flumas is flinked on 
one sida by thea natural limestone and 
on th» other side by a masonry wall 
finished in concrete. Before entering 
the flumes the water passes through 


iron racks whch prevent any flout- 
ing debris from getting into the 
wheels. Entering the flume — whch 


is of steel 11 feet in diameter—the 
water passes through two Sampson 
turbines, which are coupled to the 
main shaft and are rated at 760 horse- 
power per pair; thence through a six 
foot dinft tubs to the tail water, 16 
feet ‘below. These turbine wheels 
were minufsetured by the Leffell Co, 
of Springfield, O. though the flume was 
uilt and all the work of construc - 
tion dons by the Win. Hamilton M'f¢ 
‘o., Of Peterboro. Thare is aro her 
thimble built into the masonry wall 
of the power-house, providing “o° 
the insiollition of another similar 
unit when necessary. Besides this 
prir of turbines there is a smaller 
wheel whch diives thy ‘exciter.” 

a Generation of Power, 
Turning to tha electrical equipment, 
tha genenitor is of 400 kilowatt ca- 
pacity, or about 535 horse-power, and 
is coupled directly to the water wheel 
Shaft revolving at 200 revolutions per 
minute, It generates whit is known 


as thrie-phrse current 
This machine stands about 12 feet 
high and is very massive, weighing 
about eighteen tons. The “exc ter,” 
that is, the machine which supplies 
current to the field of the generator, 
is of 20 kilowatt Capacity and 
1s also direct coupled to its turbine. 
Tha Transformers, 

Opposite the Benerator are - three 
handsome panels of blue Vermont 
marble, containing the switches and 
other instruments for the operat on 
and regulation of the mach*nes and 
Urensformers. The latter are of the 
air-cooled type, and are placed over a 
large air chimber. A  gsmi]i motor 
drives a 50-inch Buffalo Blower, 
which forces the air through the coils 
of the transformers, thus keeping 
their temperature down. 

It may be well to explain that the 
function of a transformer is to re 
ceive current at one voltage and 
give it out bt a different voltage. 
As electric power is the production 
of the current in amperes dnd the 
pressure inf volts, if the voltage in a 
tynnsformer is “stepped up” from 
559 to 11,609 volts, as in ths case, 
(h» current on the h’gh voltage s‘de 
is proportionately lesg. Now, the 
size of wire required for transmitt- 
ing ths power depends on the current, 
so it is clear that by employing a 
high voltage a heavy outlay in cost- 
ly copper wire can be saved. 

High Tension Switches, 

After lesying the transformers, 
th: current passes through the high 
tension switches. These switches are 
pulled by a wooden leyer three feet 
long, which protects 
from shock. Beside the high ten- 
sion switchboard are the ground de- 
tectors, which indicate when any one 
of the three transmiss‘on lines hus 
broken down. 

Transmission of Current. 

The current travels from the 
Power house at Fenelon to the re- 
ceiving station at Lindsay over three 
No. 4 copp2r wires, heavily insulated 
and strusig on 35 foot poles, planted 
06 to the mile. Special porcelean in- 
sulators are used owing to the very 
high woltage. Entering the sub-sta- 
tion through a high-tension switch- 
board similar to that at Fenelon, the 
current is led to three “step-down” 
transformers. As it was not deemed 
advisable to hive any moving ma- 
chinery in the receiving station here, 
these) transformers are of the oiled 
type. A heavy corrugited cast-iron 
casing encloses the transformer, and

Xhis is filled with transil oil, a viscous 


Mineral oi] which assists in insulat- 

ing ths coils, and by its circulation 

carries off the heat evolved. 
Distributing Pressure. 

On the low tension side of these 
transformers there is 1100 volts. and 
at th’s pressure the current is distri- 
buted over the'lines of the town. The 
distributing board cons’g s of four 
large panels of Vermont marble, all 
‘h instruments being on on: Pinel. 

Safeguards Provided. 

Ths complete electrical eyu’ pment 
for th» transmission line was supplied 
and instalied by the Canadian Gener- 
al Electrio Company, -all the ap- 
Piratus being built in th: Company's 
factories at Peterboro. Below che 
unansmisson lines on the poles is a 
telephone cirecnit. This is transposed 
every five poles, that is, the wire on 
ths right is brought to the left, and 
vice versa. In ths wy the humming 
noise, which would otherwise be con- 
Siderable, is greatly reduced. Over 
tha transmission lines is a barbed 
wire, which acts as a ligh ning ir es- 
ter, A wire connects ths to an iron 
ground plate every three poles. Asan 
additional protection against lightn- 
ing, there are three sets of Witt 
Vghtniog arresters in the cupol: of 
ths power house at Fenelon. 

; Experts Engaged. 

The expert work was done by Mr. 
Davies, of Toronto, and Mr. Frank 
Smllpi ca, o7 <h: Peterbo-o facto y- 
Tha fact that not the slightest hitsh 
occurred from first to lastigsa suf 
ficient tribute to thair skill. These 
gentlemen installed the elaborate sys 
tem en the new Soulanges Canal, 
whsre power is generated to operate 
«Very movement Of s2ven ponderous 
lock gates, the swing bridges, and for 
tha 185 are: lights required to light 
{he waterway, which is fourteen 
miles in length. 

A Perfect System. 

Ths system, which represents a to- 
tal expenditure of about $75,009, has 
been in operation since Friday last. 
Th> current supplied is steadier and 
more foweiful th n th t g=nerated by 
steam, and users are delighted wth 
{hs improvement. Power is not yet 
being supplied to our industries, ag 
new motors are needed nl bave nt 
yet arrived. Indications are that 
there will be many users, but the com- 
pany say they will be able to sup- 
ply oll dom nds, even if the ‘ndustries 
of ths town double in number, as the 
power at Fenelon Falls far exceeds the 
most sanguine estimate. 

A Word About tha Firm. 

It would ba unjust to close th’s 
sketch without paying a tribute to 
th» pronounced energy, enterprise and 
busines® acumen displeyed uy the 
members of the company in under 
taking this costly work. They met 
with mony difficulties and hindran-es 
which would have daunted those not 
possessed of decision nnd firmness, and 
ths foct that we have men in our 
midst wing to invest a very large 
sum of monay in a scheme ofseuch 
marked boldness argues a faith in our 
town that should insp‘re other citi- 
zens to invest soma of their surplus 
wealth in manufacturing enterprises, 
now that cheap power has been 
hrowght to our very dcoss.

BIOUNTED INFANTRY. 


An Importunt Anvouncement by Dr, Ber- 
den at st. John, NB. 


St. John, N.B., May 29.—Won. fr. 
Borden, Minister of Militia for Can- 
ada, visited St. John and inspected 
‘he stores and local militia forces 
yesterday. The introduction of the 
long-range Lee-Enfield rifles has ren- 
wlered target practice in St. John im- 
possible for some years.

THE PRETORIA SITUATION. 


President Kruger Admits for the First 
Time That the Situation Is Grave— 
Robert,’ Fine Strategy. 


London, May 28.—(3.20 a. m.)— 
When Lord Roberts wrote his first 
despatch en Transvaal territory yes- 
terday, shortly before 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, he was 51 miles from 
Johannesburg and 77 from Pretorin- 


His immensely superior force had 
passed the Vaal River, their last 
great natural obstacle at three 
points. 


The Vaal forms a curve of SO miles 
from Parys on the west to Zand 
Drift on the east. The concave of the 
curve is toward the Free State. Thus 
Lord Roberts, advancing along the 
railway was in a position to strike 
any part of the crescent by shorter 
lines than those by which the Boers 
could reinforce the threatened points. 
The Doers retreated alniost with- 
out a show of defence. Gen. French 
and Gen. Hamilton apparently did 
not fire a shot. 

Of Lord Roberts’ immediate force, 
11 men belonging to the Mounted In- 
fantry, Were the first to ford the 
river. They came upon a Boer pat-— 
rol looting at Vilicen’s Drift and a 
skirmish lasting 10 minutes follow- 
ed. Two hundred Boers tried feebly 
to hold the Vereeniging Collier, but 
they were dislodged. The Boer rear 


guard is at Moyerton, 10. = miles 
north of Vereeniging. Their main 
body is moving towards the Wip 
River hills that cover the south 
side of Johannesburg. 

While Lord Roberts’ 80,000  in- 
fantry, 20,000 horse and 150 guns 
are moving on Johannesburg and 


Pretoria, through a parched and de 
serted country, the situation at the 
Transvaal capital, as it was last 
Friday, is thus described by an ob- 
Server who sent his message by pri- 
vate hand to Lorenzo Marquez yes- 
terday: 

“The situation, both from a mili- 
tary and political point of view, has 


become very critical. President 
Kruger yesterday admitted for the 
first time that matters are very 


grave. The Boer determination is to 
trust everything to a last stand on 
the Gatsrand Mountains, to the 
north of Potchefstroom, where $3,000 
IXaflirs are aigging trenches. To 
that point every available gun and 
man have been sent, 

The whole of the western border 
of the Transvaal from end to end is 
defenceless, and Gen, Baden-Powell 


can march in when he likes. Lord 
Roberts, on the other hand, will 
micet the greatest resistance. The 


Boer endeavor is to lure the Britisn 
into appearing to threaten Johan- 
nesburg with attack, an excuse thus 
being given them for the destruction 
of property. The Transvaal Govern- 
ment will not dare destroy the mines 
or property without an excuse. Much 
dynamite has been sent down the 
line and 100.000 cases lie ready at 
Zuurfontein, near Johannesburg, Gen. 
Botha and Gen. Lucas Meyer have 
pleaded for the preservation of pro- 
perty, Both are large landed pro- 
prietors, and fear confiscation, but 
thi have not received Satisfactory 
replies from President Kruger, iS 


KRUGER’S VEILED THREATS,

Dr. Borden, in presenting his bill 
for a second reading in committee, 
said that the bill provided for the 
nbolition of the title. D.A.G_, and for 
substitution of the title, D.O.C. The 
two chief clauses are as follows: { 

1. Officers holding commissous ns 
Meutenant-colonels in the militia may 
be transferred to the retired list with 
konorary rank. not exceeding that of 
colonel, and officers now on the retir- 
ed list, holding commissions as leuten- 
colonels: may he promoted to the rank 
of colonel, under regulations approved 
by the Goyernor In-Conneil. 

Officers from the retired Jist 
may be reappointed to the 
active list or such other Ust as 1s from 
time to time authorized, but no officer 

re-appointed shall be compeHed to 
serve In a lower rank (han that with 
which he retired. 

(2) In time of peace no person, ex- 
cept the officer commanding the mill 
tia, shal] hold hleher rank In the mill- 
tin than that of colonel, but Her Ma- 
jesty may, whenever the militin Is 
ealied ont for active servite In the 
field. appoint therein other officers of 
rank superior to that of colonel, but 
not higher than that of mafor-general. 
Dr. Borden said that it was felt 

that the interests of the militia 
would he seryed by mpking provision 
by which Lieutenant—Colonels, after 
many years’ service, might be re- 
warded by being made honorary Col- 
onels of their regiments. They then 
Went out of active militia 
Tieutenant-Colonels. In reply to a 
question, he added that the honor 
Was not restricted to officers in the 
militia, but might be conferred upon 
distinguished citizens. 

Mr. D. GC. Fraser, Guysboro, said he 
could see no sense in callmg a man 
a colonel “who did not know the 
goose step. He objected to literary 


colonels. His love was fighting col- 
onels 
Mr. Osler agreed with Mr. Fraser. 


There was no more use for making a 
civian a colonel than in making 
Ton. John Charlton a reverend. The 
system would degrade the militia, 
and enable the Ministry to appoint 
colonels for political services. It was 
@ serious matter at this time when 
so many Canadians were winning lau- 
rels in the South African war. A 
military title should be given for mil- 
tlary service, but this bill aimed to 
create tin-pot titles and to introduce 
aristocratic notions foreign to a de- 
mocratic country. He stood on the 
principle that a man should not be 
appointed to an office that he had 
not earned. 

After a long discussion Dr. Bor- 
den explained that under the Queen's 
regulations the Government had pow- 
er to make these appointments, but 
he had thought it better that they 
should have the power under our own 
act 

The hill was reported. 

Dr. Montague gave notice that he 
would move the six months’ hoist on 
the third reading. 

After recess the act to incorporate 
the Canada National Railway and 
Transport €ompany came up for a 
second reading. 

Mr. @larke moved an amendment, 
fiving the Crown power to take over 
the undertaking on one month’s no- 
tice.

The 
Whole matter will be discussed on 
the third reading. 

The Bank Act and the Copyright

(Bobeaygeon Independent.) 

A few days more and the! path-mas- 
ters will be calling out the ratepay- 
ers to perform their statute labor on 
the roids. It is usually regarded as 
a mihor pleasant remise'on from hyoric 
when the ratepayers assemble in fence 
corners in parties of threes and fours 
and smoke considermble tobacco, but so 
far as road mending or making is con- 
cerned the whole system is a farce, 
It is est'mated by those who have 
mids a careful study of the subject 
(hat one dollar's worth of statute 
labor produces only forty cents of 
beneficial results, IC this be true, and 
(here is no reason to doubt its cor- 
reatness, then much bottor results 
would be obiained if the statute labor 
system were commuted ab 50 conte a 
iy. {ins results would be better for 


diy. 
(lis reason; The whdle of the road 
repiirs and improvements would be 


made under the management of a suit- 
able and competent superintendent, 
and improvements would be made with 
regird lo (heir perminent value and 
not merely as 1s now tha case for 
temporury objects. The road superin- 
tendent of a municipality would be 
a, person understanding the bus ness 
in which he was engaged. At pre- 
sent the road bosses are profoundly. 
ignorant of the principles of roud- 
making, and baye fey, ideas beyond 
cleaning out the ditches and throw- 
ing tha mud into the centre of the 
read. Mbhe grants of money madd on 
Tonds ure made by the councils, not 
necording to (he exigencies of the 
cuse, but for other reisons, and many 
councils make roud grants for the pur- 
pose of securing votes at the next elec- 
tion. In the neighboring county bf 
Heslings the old statute labor sys- 
(em his been completely modified with 
excellent resuils sind it should Le care- 
fully considered in the counties of Vic- 
teria, Peterboro and Haliburton, 
whather the statute labor system has 
not outlived its usefulness.

It miy not be generally known that 
money deposited in Lhe post-office say-

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TO DESTROY THE CODLING MOTH. 

Municipal Councils Authorized to 4p- 
point Inrpectors and Enforce Com- 
pliance. ‘ 

At the last session of the Ontario 
legislature an act for the prevention 
and destruction of noxious insects, 
was adopted providing that upon the 
recommendation of the Minister of 
Agriculiure, the Lieutenant-Governor- 
{n-Councij may make such regulations 
for the purpose as muy be, deemed ad- 
visable which are to have the force 
of law, in all municipalities adopting 
the act by by-law. An Order-in- 
Council his just been ‘ssued making 
Tegulations for the prevention and 
destruction of the Codling Moth. 

It is ordered that everyjoccupier of 
a. lot, or the ownen tn case the land 
be unoccupied, shall within one week 
after receiving notice, place bands up- 
on orchard trees as follows « 

Upon ail bearing apple and 
pear trees, and upon ajl orchard 
trees of bearing age within forty 
feet of such bearing trees. The 
bands are to be of “burlap” or 
“sacking’’ or similar suitable ma~ 
terial, not less than four inches in 
width and of three thicknesses, 
and shall be securely fastened to 
a convenient point ‘between tha 
crotch of the tree and the ground. 
The occupant or owner must 
have the bands removed and in- 
spected, all laryae destroyed and 
the bands replaced at intervals of 
not more than two weeks during 
June, July and August. 

The act requires the appointment 
of inspectors by the municipalities 
adopting its provisions whose duty it 
is to inspect all orchards and enforce 
the regulations. In case of non- 
compliancs the inspector may cause 
the work to be done and report the 
cost to the coumcil, who are empowered 
to enter the sum on the collector's 
roll against the owner, and collect 
ths same in the same manner as other 
taxes. 

The occupant or owner of every ot 
affected is to be furnished by the 
municipality with a printed copy of 
ths act, and the regulations made un- 
der it, and also with a copy of the 
ty‘law: and {he name and address of 
the Inspector. 

In view of the extent of the ray- 
ages commiited by the Codling Moth 
and other injurious insecia, it is to 
be hoped that rural municipalities, 
more especially the fruit producing 
districts, will see the desirability of 
adopting the act and taking prompt 
measures for the enforcement of its 
provisions. \

the fire appliances might be kept in 
one place and ao proper arrangement 
snide for drying and handling hose. 
But with ali these demands complied 
qwith any person taking a reasonable 
wiew of the matter can easily, see that 
they would be of little use if the fire 
alarm was defective and if) there was 
mo suitable officer who will enforce 
discipline and take proper care of ap- 
pliances, as Mr, Howe complains was 
not done.

Our citizens were shocked this morn- 
ing by the news that Jack Poole, en- 
at the William-st. etation of 
the power transmission plant had been 
killed by commng in contact with a 
live wire carrying 1,000 volts of the 
electric energy generated ot Fenelon 
Falls. 

It was about 10.30 when the ead 
accident became known. Poole had 
been busy cleining up the prem’ges, 
considerable litter hiving accuraulat- 
ed a8 uo result of the removal of the 
huge Wheelock engine the previous ev- 
ening,, Messrs. Walt. Reesor, Max. 
Clend®ian and W. Walker had been 
in and put of the station several times 
prior to 10 o'clock for varipus imple 
ments, being engaged in changing 
wires leading to the station. Ajbout 
16.15 young Clendenan made another! 
visit and on opening the door found 
tha reom filled with smoke and an 
eco poiivly @ckening. Walk2r was 
close by, and when Clendenan shout- 
ed “Hurry up—the place is on fire!” 
-he rushed to the station and entered. | 
Poole was not to be seen. Clendenan 
passed behind the panels of the switeb- ! 
board, and next moment he shouted

ter.” Walker then disconnected the 
Switch regulating the 1,000 volte be- 
ing transm tied from Fenelon Falls, 

while Clendenan drugged the appir- ; 
ently lifeless body of the eng neer from 
behind the panels into the large en- 
gine room close by. 

A few minutes later Dr. Jeffers ar- 
rived and was followed by Drs. Gilles- 
pie, Poole and McAlpime. They ap- 
plied all known means of restoring ani- 
mination, and kept up their labors for 
over half an hour, but without ef- 
fect. tak 1 

Th» unfortunate man had been in: 
the employ of the Light, Heat & Power 
Co. for about a year and a helf, and 
understood his hus:ness thoroughly. 
He was about 30 years of age, and 
unmarried. He was weli-known in (he 
vicinity of Dunsford, where he owned 
a farm, and before remoying to Lind- 
say he operated a threshing machine 
for eral seasons. How he came to 
receive the shock is mere conjecture. 
In the far corner of the spice be- 
hind the panels was a foldipg step- 
ladder usually stored in the eng ne 
Toom, and when Mr. Walt. Reesor en- 
tered the station about 8 o'clock the 
ladder was slanding in the passage 
near the telephone room About 9.30 
or 9.40 Mr, Jack Sadler rang up from 
the Fenelon Falls power house, and 
was answered By Poole. It is suppos- 
ed (hit when coming out he pcked 
up the ladder and decided to store it 
where found. In turning around he 
must have tripped and fallen against 
the bus hars, thus meeting death in 
an instant of time As the bars are 
attached to the panel about 4 ft from 
{he ground the deadly current must 
have held him upright, as his shirt 
caught fire and the flesh across the 
shoulders was burned and charred. 
‘When found he was lying in a heap 
on the floor. 

Dr. Poole, corner, decided that an 
inquest wes unnecessary. The body 
was taken to Anderson & Nugent's 
undertaking rooms, and later on to 
the residence of the deceased’s s’ster, 
Mrs. Geo. Waller where he boarded, 
Mr. Geo.

Ottawa, June 8. — Probably the 
miost dramatic incident that has ever 
occurred in the Mouse of Commons 
wis witnéssed yesterday afternoon, 
The occasion Was a motion by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, seconded by Sir 
Charles Tupper, that an address of 
congratulation be presented to Her 
Majesty upon the fall of Pretoria and 
the approaching conclusion of the 
war. ‘The enthusiasm of the mem- 
bers was aroused to the highest 
point by the fervor of the addresses 
by the mover and geconder. and when 
Mr. Henri Bourassa expressed dis- 
sent and declared he could not join 
in the congretulations because of the 
injustice of the war, and referred in 
snecring tones to the fact that it 
took 200,000 British soldiers, com-=- 
posed of the picked regiments of the 
British army, eight months to con- 
quer an army of Boer peasants, tak- 
en frem 50 GOO 
men, Women and children, the cham- 
ber resounded with hisses, hoots and 


hoor “the Queen, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, seconded by 
Sir Charles Tupper, moved the fol- 
lowing address to be forwarded ta 
the Queen: 

To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty: 

Most Gracious Sovereign— x 
We, Your Majesty's dutiful ond Joyal 
subjects,the Senate and House of Com- 
mons of Canada, {n Parliament as 
sembled, desire to offer to Your Ma- 
jesty our heartfelt congratulations on 
the approaching termination of the 
war in South Africa, as foreshadowed 
by the recent successes, culminating tn 
the fall of Pretoria, which bave attend- 
ed the British arms, 

The feellngs of pride and satisfac 
tion with which we hall every fresh 
addition to the long and glorious roll 
of deeds wrought by British valor and 
resource, are enhanced on the present 
cccaston by the proud consctousness 
that, Inthe actlye eo-operation of her 
pons on the battlefield, Canada ts en- 
titled to share in @ new and special 
manner In the joy of the present 
triumph. 

We rejoice that the confilct, now 
happily drawing to a close, will result 
in the removal of those “disabilities 
under which many of our fellow-sub- 
jects haye labored for so long, and we 
ennnot donbt that the extension of 
Your Majesty's) graclous rule oyer the 
whole of South Africa will be attended 
by those blessings which flow from a 
wise and beneficient administration of 
just and caua! laws. 

We pray that, for your people's cake, 
the blessings of Your Majesty's relgn 
may long be continued. 

Che Prec 's i emarkes, 
Speaking to the address, the Prime 
Minister testified to the devotion of 
all the British subjects to the Queen, 
Phis was not due to maudin senti- 


mentality, but to the fact that she | 


was one of the noblest wonien that 
evee lived, and England's best soy- 
ereign. He referred to the occupa- 
tion of Pretoria os a happy issue out 
of a war of varying suecess. The 
happy result was due, above all, to 
Lord Roberts, ‘‘Lord Roberts,’ said 
Sir Wilfrid, ‘is the great leader of 
whom each soldier can say, as the 
soldiers of Napoleon said, at Auster- 
litz, ‘he won battles not so much -by 
making use of our weapons as hy 
making use of our legs.’ ”” 3 

He paid a tribute to the Canadian 
troops when he declared: “‘We may, 
perhaps, remark with pardonable

Mr. Riithbun’s Visit. 

Afler (he reading and confirming 
of (hs minutes, President Blavelle 
called attention to the approaching 
visit of Mr, E. W. Ryithbun to inspect 
his Lindsay interests, and expressed 
ths opinion that the board of trade 
and town council should unite and 
in some way express appree alion of 
Wht the firm has done and is doing 
for Lindsay. [he idea was generally 
commended, and (hs president was in- 
tructed to consull Mayor Smyth 
relative to the mutter. 


About Draining Roads.

Haying doubts on the 
subject he (Blavelle), had taken the 
trouble, on the occasion of a recent 
visit to Toronto, to consult an exper- 
lenced engineer, who had superin- 
tended ihe construction of 200 miles 
of roads in tha eastern part of the 
province. He told hm most emphat- 


ically that sewers would not Keep the 
road dry, thit roads consuructed with 
oul side druns were not “permanent” 
Toads in the true sense, and would 
need frequent repairs, that a steam 
roller was almost absolutely neces- 
sary, and thit a stone or cedar curb 
should be employed to Keep the met- 
al freta spreading and ‘giye u better 
appearance. Continung, Mr. Miay- 
elle suid 10 seemed to him thut, as the 
tosyn is on the point of expending a 
lot of money on roids, the council 
and citizens should see to it that o 
tight start is mide, and ethat no fool- 
ish mistakes are allowed to ereep in- 
to the system. 

President Blaveil 
structor Campbell visiied us he em- 
phasized the impottance— of side 
drains, and even cross drains, where 
the soil was wes and spri ugy. He told 
us it would bs utter waste of money 
to build roads after- any other plan.” 

Mr. Graham — “You're tight, Mr. 
President } we've had that dinned in- 
to our ears so often and, co imprest 
sively Ui ave have no excuse for for- 
getting it. IL think We should follow, 
out his plan in the smallest detail.” 

Mr. Sylvester said he believad in 
draining the roads, but if the council 
intended to put in traps to allow, the 
walter to escapa into the sewers he did 
not think side tile draius would be 
Jequired. 

President Playelle—“That is rot the 
intention ; the system chosen does: not 
Permit of the storm water being car- 
ried into the sewers; {hat is only 
done under the combined system, wh‘le 
the council has chosen the Separate 
plan.” 

Mr. Kylie—“The best proof I see of 
the yalue of draining roads is the 
Present condition~ of the road fiom 
Sylvester's foundry (6 the Union 
school} we all know that it was for 
years a perfect bog, and ‘though poor- 
ly dmined it is now in a very good 
Shipe.’” 

The Extra Dredging.

LORD METHUEN DEFEATS DEWET

London, June 14. — A lengthy de 
-epatch forwarded to the War Office 
by Major-Genoral Knox from Kroon- 
stad, presumably sent there by mes- 
genger, reads as follow: 

*‘Kroonstad, June 12, — We have 
been requested to forward you from 
Lord Roberts the following despatch 
from tho Pretoria Residency, at 8.08 
a,m. to-da 

“«Pretorin, June 12. — Pretoria 
and Johannesburg are perfectly quiet, 
and several of the inhabitants have 
sexpressed gratitude for tho peace and 
order which prevails. 

“**ATter surrendering the city, 
Botha retired to a place about fifteen 
miles east on the Middleburg road. 
We had o sinall force at first; but 
during tho last few days his num- 
bers increased, and his being so near 
the town kept un the excitement in 
tne country, provented the burghers 
from laying down their arms, and in- 
terfered with the collectfon of sup- 
plies. It therefora became necessary 
to attack him. This I did yesterday. 
He held a vory strong position, prac 
tically unassailable in front, which 
enabled him to place the main por- 
tion of his troops on his fianks, 
which he knew from former experl- 
ence were his vulnerable parts. 

I sent French with Por- 
and Dixon’s cavalry  bri- 
and  Hutton’s mounted 
infantry, including the €ana- 
dians, round by our left, and Tun 
Hamilton, with Broadwood and Gor- 
don’s cavalry brigades, Ridley’s 
mounted infantry, and Bruce Hamil- 
ton's infantry brigade, round by our 
rfght. Both columns met with great 
opposition. 

«At about three in the afternoon 
ZT saw two of Hamilton's infantry 
battalions advancing to what ap- 
pegred to be the key of the enemy’s 
defence on their left flank. This was 
almost gained befoye dark, and I or- 
dered the force to bivouac on the 
ground they had won. 

** Pole-Carew, with his division, 
occupied our centre. As I have ex- 
plained, he could not attack, but he 
gradually advanced so as to sup- 
port Ian Hamilton, and when I left 
the field he was on the line held by 
‘the enemy's outposts in the morn- 
‘dng. 

“J hurried back to get news of 
‘Methuen’s movements. On hearing 
‘that the Free Staters had taken ad-

“To-day the mien and horses, much 
benefited by their long rest here, are 
now in a condition to stand any 
amount of further work and  hard- 
ships. 

“Orders have just been recelyed for 
the two battalions, with the rest of 
General Hutton’s Brigade, and a 
strong force of cavalry, to march to- 
morrow at 7 a.m.. ‘This is under- 
stood to be the beginning of the 
general advance upon Pretoria.

Kroonstad, May 13, via London, 
June 18.—(Special Toronto Globe Ca- 
ble from John A. Ewan.)—A, B, C 
and D Squadrons of the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles came into Kroonstad 
yesterday, after seven days’ hard 
marching and continuous fighting. A 
Squadron, under Major Forrester, be- 
ing among the first of the British 
troops to enter the town. They were 
@ portien of the advanced guard of 
Lord Roberts’ main army and fought 
daily from Brandfort to Zand River, 
a distance of almost a hundred miles. 
Among the plucky feats performed by 
sone of the Canadian force was the 
swimming of the Vet River by Lieuta, 
Borden and Turner with five men, 
who put 40 Boers to flight. Lieuts. 
Taylor, Van Straubenzee and Cosby 
were in a tight place on no less than 
three separate occasions, but extri- 
cated their men with miraculously 
good luck. é 


Mounted Nifies Cx 


The only casualties so far sustain- 
ed are Capt. Pearce, Lieut. Van Lu- 
ven and Troopers McCulloch, Fergus, 
Brown and Wildman, all wounded, 
none of them, however, were more 
than slightly, a marvellously lucky 
record, considering the fighting in 
which they have been engaged. Four 
troops of © and D Squadrons, under 
Capt. McDonnell, undertook to blow 
up a culvert north of Smalldeal a few 
nights ago, and succeeded after over- 
coming great difficulties, but the 
Boers had succeeded in removing their 
guns and baggage which would other- 
wise have certainly fallen into our 
hands. As it was, the achievement 
was a brilliant one, though without 
the hoped-for result. The troops en- 
gaged in this undertaking were in the 
saddlo continuously for 24 hours. Cer- 
tainly the pluck and endurance of our 
men are everything that could be de- 
sired. 


Kroonstad, May 20, via London, 
June 18.—(Special Toronto Globe Ca- 
ble from John A. Ewan.)—The two 
battalions of the Canadian’ Mounted 
Rifles started for Pretoria this morn- 
ing.

THIS CANADA WE LIVE IN. 


(By Rey. R. H. Leitch.) 

The St. John River is 500 miles long 
and is quite navigable for large ves- 
sels up to Hredericton, though there 
is the Reversible Falls, near St. John, 
which at the low tide falls about 
twenty feet, while at hgh tide the 
inflow causes a similar fall in the 
opposite direction, and of course ves- 
sels must watch their chance and slip 
up or down when the wateris m dway, 
in the assurance that “time and tide 
wait for no man,” We cross this noble 
river 100 feet above tha water on a 
mugnificent cantilever bridge, quite 
clos2 to the suspension bridge use for 
vehicles, etc., whch spans the gorge 
of G40 feet While dining at St. 
John and changing cars, we could 
not but recall the great fires which 
swept this city in 1877 and 1896, and 
of the world-wide sympathy and help 
the sufferers received.

DUNSMUIR OPPOSED. 


Regarded as Too Friendly to the 
Turner Party. 


NOW VIEWED WITH DISTRUST. 


Probable Action of the Opposition Caucus 
Leoked For With Interest—Mean- 
while the Political Tangle in Brit- 

{ah Columbia is in Danger of 
Becoming Even Bore D!ffi- 
oult of Unravelment. 


Victoria, June 18.—Matters politi- 
cal are in q state of quietude pending 
the result of the Opposition conven- 
tion to-day. The Premiership of Mr. 
Dunsmuir, which was tirst hailed 
With satisfaction as a short way out 
of the political tangle, and as likely 
to restore the confidence of the busi- 
mess community, is now viewed with 
some distrust, owing to the fact that 
he has surrounded himself with Tur- 
nerites. The Cabinet is incomplete, 
and it is understood that although a 
portfolio was offered Mayor Garden 
of Vancouver, that gentleman declin- 
ed it. Messrs. Wells and Munroe, 
both Liberals, will be asked to join 
the Cabinet, though whether they will 
accept the offer remains to be seen. 
The Speakership will probably be of- 
fered to ex-Speaker Booth, member 
for North Victoria. 

Among those who are in the city 
attracted by the political crisis are 
Mr. Dennis Murphy and Mayor Hous- 
ton of Nelson,eboth of whom were 
among the, successful candidates of 
the last election, and both hold them- 
selves free in their attitude to the 
present Government. The action of 
the Premier in selecting for two of 
his Ministers men who belong to a 
party which The Colonist had declar- 
ed to he politically defunct is the sub- 
Ject of much unfavorable comment. If 
his step is preliminary to a conyen- 
tion and {ts subject to the action of 
it, further objection will be stayed, 
but there is a growing belief that Mr. 


; Dunsmuir intends to retain the post. 


The current rumor that Mr. Martin 
has agreed to support the new Minis- 


; try, and that he was actually offered 


a portfolio in it, has further increas- 
ed the public unrest. 

Meanwhile other members of the 
Opposition party say they will pro- 
ceed with the convention as original- 
ly arranged, and that their action 
there will in no way be Influenced! by 
tha Governor’s actions in calling in 
us his adviser a Minister who has not 
yet heen endorsed by any party.

It is said that the con- 
Veters of the convention, upon being 
asked why Mr. Neill wag not Invited, 
stated that only those members who 
Were in sympathy with the Govern- 
mient which was dismissed in 1898 
wero asked. If thie proves true it 
will cause all kinds of divisions, and 
may precipitate another election or 
the return of Mr, Martin to power,

Holy to Destroy Germs. 

Give plenty of sun)’ ght—light of any 
kind will destroy germs. Germs are 
like some people — they like dark- 
ness rather than light, because their 
a<ds are evil. Let germs githor on 
excl side of a plece of glass und put 
a lighted lamp one one side; the 
germs on the light side die, while 
those on the durk side live. Heat does 
not kill {ham. Let in plenty of sun- 
light on your cattle and you need not 
fear tuberculosis, Encourage Wo- 
men’s Institutes if it wall encourage 
our women lo open wide the windows 
of darkened rooms and let in sun- 
light. Let your spare room be dark- 
ened and germs wail thrive theres. Care- 
fully sludy ths working of germs 
umong vegeluible matter, 

Heat, Air and Moisture 
are necessary for yegelable matter to 
properly germinate. Underdrin weil 
land that is wet. One of the great 
considemitions now, is the cultivation 
of worn-out farms. ‘Tihs first essential 
is the getting of vegetavble matter on 
the surface as soon a, spossible. Sow 
peas and onts, or peas ind buckwhext, 
early in (he spring, und when it has 
sprung up, spread a little vacnyard 
manure over it, and turn it all down 
by ploughing shallow. This will iet 
air in. Then go over it with a 
heavy roller. This makes the land 
firm. The water will rise to the sur- 
face, and to retain th’s moisture har- 
row immediately after rolling Then 
sow anoth+r crop, piough down, roll 
and hurrow again. The following year 
sow ‘barley on the field now prepir- 
ed—don't piough it, just rib it. Get 
a doubl> mould-board ; manufacturers 
are now making a five mould-board 
plow; attach to spring cuitivator 
Rik the land up 21 of 22 inches wide ; 
vegetable matler goes to the centre, 
and the writer is divided. Do not sow 
too thick; grain will fill up itself if 
there is plenty of vegetable matter, 
Vegetable matter decomposes, and is 
known as humus, a black substunce, 
and a yaluable constituent of the soil. 
On this the germs act and make it 
available for plant food. Humus also 
collects and retains moisture; this 
comes from the atmosphere und night 
dews. Humus also holds anumonia so 
it will not escape; humus iniproyes 
tha texture of the soil. A clay farm 
elways covered with humus makes good 
nd and will not crack, but it may re- 
quire sub-solling. Red clover is best 
vor that. Much is said about 

Mineral Matter in the Soil. 

Where is plenty in it now. A rota- 
tion of crops 1s essential to secure 
benefit from the minerals. One crop 
feeds another. Do away with your 
present fences and procure portable 
ones of woven wire, putting posts 30 
feet on 40 feet apart. Tha first and 
second years seed for hiy and pasture 
land. ‘Lhe third year follow by a hoe 
crop, su: as corn or potatos. The 
fourth year, wheit or other grains. 
Sow do\yn in cloyer every olher year. 
Another course is leaving out the 
second year’s trop and follow by the 
third. Plough your sod down once in 
four years. 


Pres, Chinnon—‘How wide would 
you plough ?” 
Mr. Rennie—“Ten or twelve inches 


wide and four inches deap, roll down, 
and hirrow at once. It is marvellous 
how quickly sod will rot. August is 
ths month to plough.” 

To Clear Land of Thistles- 

If you want to kill thistles let them 
grow about three inches high, until 
leaves develop, and turn a deep green 
cut (hem off and stroke tham with a 
harrow. Get broad shears for cutting. 
They wili come up theker thin ever 
{ha second (ime, but repeit the method 
—ths third time is the finisher. Dhe 
some with all perennials. Weeds of- 
ten find a place among barnyard 
manure. To destroy them pack the 
manure in squire ples, leave till heat— 
eda little, and that will kill the weed 
seeds. Haul the manure lo the field 
during the winter; don’t stir it, as 
it loses the ammo, by so doing, Ostd- 
ber is the mont! place the manure 
in centre of rib. \

Immediately after the opening of 
the House yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Monk rose to a question of privil- 
ege, and said that in accordance 
With the suggestion of the Premier 
he would make charges in connection 
with ‘the supply of the emergency 
food to the Canadian contingent and 
would conclude with a motion. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier objected that 
he had not been furnished with a 
copy of the motion. 

Mr. Monk replied that while he 
had not given formal notice he had 
given an informal intimation to the 
Premier across the floor. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier replied that he 
would appeal to the House whether 
in all fairness he should not, in ac- 
cordance with the usual ; practice, 
have received a copy of the motion. 
He maintained that not only os a 
matter of courtesy but of conveni- 
ence between one side and the other 
ft was necessary that he should be 
given notice. 

Ma, Monk's Charges. = 

Mr. Monk safd that In justice to 
himself, after what had taken place 
{n the House Tuesday, he felt that 
there should be no delay whatever in 
making his charges, and he would 
have no objection to the considera- 
tion of the motion being postponed 
until another day. In the meantime 
he would make his statement. He 
then procesded to read his charges, 
which set forth that Mr. Monk ip 
credibly {nformed and belleves he can 
establish by satisfactory evidence 
that in October, 1898, at the re- 
quest of Lieut.-Col. Neflson, acting 
under {nsfructions of the Minister of 
Militia, two samples of 80 and 50 
Per cent. proteid strength of Hatch’a 
Protose were furnished by Henri 
Hatch of Montreal to the depart- 
ment; that in February, 1899, Dr. 
Borden promised Mr. Hatch a first 
trial order for the mounted police in 
the Yukon, and asked if a sufficlent 
quantity could be had on short no- 
tica, and that Hatch promised to 
keep from one-half a ton to a ton of 
60 per cent. proteid strength ready; 
that In March, 1899, Hatch émploy- 


“ed Dr. Devlin of Montreal to solicit

furnished by the Hatch Protose Com-

The next item of interest was the 
first reading of a bill concerning and 
restricting Chinese immigration, in- 
troduced by Sir Wilfred Laurier. It 
provides for the appointment of a 
commission to ascertain the yiews 
of the people of British Columbia 
upon Japanese immigration. The 
commission is also charged to find 
out the feasibility of raising the 
Chinese poll tax to $500. The bill 
proyides that the Chinese poll tax 
will be raised from $50 to $100. 

Sir Wilfred, in explaining his bill, 
reviewed the history of restriction 
of Chinese immigration from 1884, 
remarking that the Chinese were not 
a desirable class of immigrants, in- 
asmuc) as they worked for less wag- 
es than the native population, and 
besides never came with the inten- 
tion of permanently remaining here, 
He referred to the: fact that the peo- 
‘le in British Columbia wished the 
‘Yatal Act to be introduced in Can- 
ada, This, would be tantamount to 
prohibiting Chinese’ and Japanese tm- 
migration. This was a serjoue 
question and, speaking for the 
Government, he held that he 
was not prepared to come into 
conflict with Japan at the crisis in 
the Enipire’s history when the war 
cloud was looming up In the Orient 
and England would need all the aid 
sha could obtain, Hence it was that 
he did not propose to impose a tax 
on Japs. This announcement. might 
disappoint British Columbia, but tle 
Government was guided by Imperial 
policy. 

Col. Prior said that Brittsh Colum 
bia would certainly be disappointed 
that the Chinese-poll tax was not 
ralsed to $500, and that no restric- 
tions were placed upon the Japs. Hoe 
wanted the Natal Act and he believed 
the Government should look at home 
affairs before looking to England's 
probable conflict in the Orient. 

Mr. Wallace held there was no rgom 
for the Chifaman in Canada, but Iay- 
ored Sir Wilfrid's announcement re- 
garding the Japs. 

The bill was read a first time.

Mr. R. Ts. Borden moved a vote of 
censure on the Governnient for re- 
fusing to widen the scope of the Elec- 
tions Committee at the suggestion of 
Sir Charles Tupper. 

Mr. Ninirta Reply.

Emptied Many Siddles, 
but lost two men killed and thre 
wounded in “B” company ; these were 
the only casualties our reg ment 
suffered. Our company’ fortunately 
a min being hit, 
though we were in the firing line 
all the time, nnd their fire came very 
close, one min having half the sole 
en off his boot by a bullet. 

By 12 or 1 o'clock the last of the 
enemy had retired, so we formel up 
ond, had an hour's rest and then 
aiched back to the ford. crossed 
the river and camped. None of tha 
other regiments in our brigade had 
eny men hit, so the Canadians got 
quite the most of the fire. Our ar- 
tillary did some magnificent work, 
driving the enemy from the hills bacl¢ 
of the riv in double-quick order.

During ths past year two new school 
houses have been completed, one in 
Section Number Ten, Verulam, usual- 
ly known as Red Rock, and the other 
in Section Number Twelve, Emily, 
mown «as Soully’s. Ths former is a 
neat brick building of ample dimen- 
sions, provided with a basement for 
healing purposes, which was used:very 
puccessfully last winter. The Emily 
school, although a great improvement.

A new school house is being built at 
Burnt River, School Section Number 
eight, Somerville. [t is to be of stons, 
and will hive a basement.

The average at- 
tendance was 1,234, or 52 1-2 percent. 
At the meeting of the Ontario Edu- 
cational Association, held last Haster, 
I read a paper on “Conpulsory At- 
tentdance.” This shewed a 5s mple plan 
by which a fine of 5 cents a day might 
be imposed on parents when children 
were kept from school without good 
reason.

Mr. Dean 
was 35 years old, and his a wife and 
two children in Montreal. His wife 
is ths daughter of an English Army 
officer. He his a brother—n-law, Mir. 
Tate, connected with the Edison Com- 
Company, who is now on a visit in 
San. Francisco. Only recentiy he pur- 
chased an interest in the F, S. Tag- 
gart Company, of Spokane, and his 
frip to Portland was in the interest 
of that firm. His means are ample, 
and he was considered a cap\talist.

“Mr. Roach’ proceeded to read a re- 
@olution passed by the Conference, of 
the Wesleyan Methodist church in 
Canada in 1824. It forbade any Metho- 
dist minister becoming a member of a 
Masonic lodge, and stated thit if any 
travelling m'nister was known to join 
or frequent such lodges he should be 
dealt with as any other case of im- 
Proper conduct.

Ottawa, June 20—In the House 
yesterday, Sir Charles Tupper moved 
that Wederal representation, adequate 
and immediate, should be given to 
the Yukon territory. Speaking to his 
motion, he read a petition from the 
citizens of Dawson, asking for repre 
sentation. He thought the Govern- 
tent should act upon the census al- 
ready taken by the N.W.M.P., in 
which it was shown that the popu- 
latiosy was about 17,000, of which 
4,500 were British voters. Dawson 
ftself, with 6,000 souls, had 1,120 
British voters. Besides, the Yukon 
paid 1-25th of the revenue of the Do- 
minion. The principle of no taxation 
Without representation should be ap- 
plied; otherwise representation should 
re given for the people clamored for 
it. 

Sir Wilfrid's Reply. 

Sir Wilfrid replied that the Yukon 
Yerritory was only four years old, 
and its administration had first to 
be experimental. We belieyed in in- 
troducing responsible institutions 
slowly. He proposed to issue a pro- 
clamation before July 1, so as to 
give the inhabitants two represent- 
atives in the Yukon Territorial Coun- 
cil. Next year, after the census that 
would be taken early in the year, 
between January and April, repre- 
sentation would be given the Yukon 
fn the Dominion Parliament. 

Mr. Poster argued that if the Yu- 
kon had had Federal representation, 
more information, greatly needed, 
would be forthcoming regarding the 
Yukon. He then launched out into a 
general condemnation of the present 
Yukon administration. 

Sir Charles Tupper’s motion was 
lost by a vote of 46 to 32.

EARLY BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


Published in Watson's Art Journal, New 
York, March 7, 1874- 


The able subject of this brief bio- 
graphy was born in the city of Cock, 
Jrelund, 15th Sept., 1814.

HIS LIFE IN LINDSAY. 

Was for Many Years One of the Town's 
Most Prominent Citizens, and Enjoy- 
ed the Honor of Being its First 
Mayor. 

The late Syuire McDonnell was very 
closely identified with Lindsay's carly 
history.

In the 
recent test he did not take any beer, 
and did not have any bad taste in 
his mouth in the mornings, Ho was 
positive that Weviir's food was fden- 
tical with Wateh's. Dr, Neileon was 
granted an opportunity to supple 
ment hia evidenca of yesterday, in 
order to remove the misapprehension 
which existe In tie public mind that 
an emergency ration ia finsultable un- 
less ib contains a large percentage of 
protelds, We sald he would not favor 
a rution containing more than 26 per 
cent, of proteids, and a well-balanced 
ration was of greater value than one 
higher in proteid: but not contatn- 
ing other nece ry ingredjents. He 
reiterated his statement that the de- 
partuient had taken every precuation 
to seo that a proper article wos sup- 
pled, and vitaline wos a very useful 
emeurpency ration. Wo also justified 
the uso of a tin which could be easily 
oponed and the cover replaced, rather 
than one hermetically sealed up, on 
which tle cover could not be replac- 
ed in the field, We also ridiculed the 
idea of tho sterilizing of the tins be- 
{ng necessary. Prof. Ruttan of Mc- 
Gill University suid that the sainple 
of emergency food with only 16 per 
cent. of proteids would not contain 
such proportion us would be required 
by an ordinary man, He did not re 
wird the food as of nearly sufliclent 
strength to sustain healthy men in 
active work upon four ounces per 
day. Mr. Monk wanted a cablé sent 
to the Canadian commanders fn South 
Africa, informing them of the result 
of the analysis, but the committee 
did not accept the suggestion.

For these rensons, the 
witness sald, that Dr. Devlin’s rat- 
fon was an insufficient ration. A man 
doing excessive labor required 6% 
ounces of proteids a day.

from New York. Two girls put the 
labels on the tins, The tins were 
filled and the covers hammered on 


with a wooden mallet, and there 
Were about 12 trunks, each contain- 
ing two bags of ground stuff. 

Charles Carelli, a manufacturer of 
macaron{, next appeared. He worked 
at Idsons’ mill. He thought the 
stuff ground wes baked glutin. 

Sergt. Cotton, one of the soldiers 
oxperimented with at Kingston on 
Hnatch’s protos, told about the test. 
During the test he said that hoe 
drank beer regularly. Recently the 
witness had subjected himself to an- 
other fest at St. John’s, N.B., Bar- 
racks, where the witness {s hospital 
sergeant. At his sol{citation Dr. 
Devlin gave him the emergency ration 
to be used as an obesity cure. This 
test began Feb. 23 and ended March 
23. he food used in St. John was 
much the same food as that uscd in 
Kingston. Cross-examined by Mr. Cas- 
grain, the witness said he took two 
or three glasses of beer a day at 
Kingston during the 1899 test.

London, June 20,—The Admiralty

Decradations In the Chinese Army Over 
the Fall of the Tuka Forts. 


London, June 20.—An agency de 
spatch from Shanghai, dated June 
19, says the latest news from Pekin 
is that the Dowager—Empress is 
greatly concerned at the capture of 
the Taku forts, and that wholesale 
degradations of the Chinese army, in- 
cluding Generals Sung Ching and 
Fung Fu Siang, the Governor of Pe- 
kin and other high officials, who 
promised in the Tsung Li Yamen to 
accomplish the expulsion of the 
foreigners, have taken place.

No Direct Wdings of the Admliril for

London, June 25.—(8 a.m.) — The 
position of the international forces, 
in the section of Northern China, 
Where 10,006 then are striving to 
Keep a footing and to succor the le 
gatlons in Pekin, oppears to increase 
In perl with every fresh despatch. 
Pekin hus not been heard from direct 
for 14 days. The last despatch was 
one imploring aid.

The 8,000 internationals at Tien 
Tsin were hard pressed and fighting 
for their lives on Thursday and a 
relieving force of less than 1,000 had 
‘een beaten back to Taku Friday. 
Observers on the spot think that 
100,000 men would not be too many 
to grasp China firmly. 


Intern itlonual Force Repulxed. 


The Admiralty has received the fol- 
lowing from the British rear admiral 
at Naku:

Che Foo, Tuesday, June 26. —

oun June 10, and whieh is believed to
